As far as the council is aware 
no-one has been buried 
at the East Greenwich 
Pleasaunce since 1 875. 

The overall condition of 
the headstones is as a 
result of the natural aging 
process of the stone used. 
East Greenwich Pleasaunce 
contains the remains of 
3,000 naval pensioners 
which were moved here 
in 1875. The Metropolitan 
Borough of Greenwich 
purchased the site in 1929 
and it became a public park.

THE final piece of the jigsaw that 
confirms Greenwich’s proud status as 
a royal borough was formally presented 
during a reception at Woolwich Town 
Hall last Wednesday, (December 12). 

It was a hand-crafted illustrated document 
called a ‘letters patent’ which grants Royal 
Greenwich the right to use the Coat of Arms 
awarded by the Royal College of Arms, a part 
of the Royal Household. 

The award follows the legal confirmation 
earlier in the year from Her Majesty The 
Queen that Greenwich was a royal borough. 

It was presented to Royal Greenwich last 
Wednesday by William Hunt from the College 
of Arms in London who has been closely 
involved in the changes affecting Greenwich. 

The illuminated document is illustrated 
with key local features, such as a squirrel 
representing Greenwich Park, and seahorses 
representing the Thames. It is bordered by a 
ribbon of blue, representing the river. 

The presentation was heralded by an army 
bugler. The leader of the royal borough, 
Cllr Chris Roberts, told guests: “This is an 
important moment in our royal borough’s 
history. We are honoured to receive the grant 
of the new Coat of Arms to the royal borough.” 

The document is now on public view at the 
Woolwich Town Hall in Wellington Street.

GLLaB

IT’S been a bumper year for culture 
in Greenwich. The royal borough’s 
Greenwich Summer Festival was 
hosted at the Old Royal Naval College 
and ushered in the Olympic Games 
from June through to September. 

Big screens in the grounds of the college 
relayed images of the Games’ most iconic 
moments, as well as being the platform 
for special showings of cult movies from 
the 1980s and 90s. 

Greenwich Comedy Festival has become 
a summer staple in the borough, and 
2012 ’s was bigger than ever. The event 
attracted comic luminaries including 
Bill Bailey, QI’s Sean Lock and returning 
favourite Stephen K Amos. 

Greenwich Children’s Theatre Festival 
was delivered right on cue by Greenwich 
Theatre and the Greenwich and 
Lewisham Young People’s Theatre. 

Robert Redford dropped into North 
Greenwich for the Sundance Film 
Festival at The 02. Ravensbourne college 
students got involved, volunteering as 
guides for the event and helping with the 
new film-makers’ competition. 

The borough-wide Parksfest saw parks’ 
groups laying on outdoor events from 
Charlton to Plumstead, featuring al fresco 
performances, fairs and stalls, while the 
huge puppet shows of the Greenwich and 
Docklands International Festival were 
cranked into action in Greenwich town 
centre. 

The grounds of the Queen’s House 
played host to a Spanglish collaboration 
between Catalan puppetmasters La 
Fura dels Baus and GDIF performers 
from London. The spectacle, entitled 
Prometheus Awakes, featured a 30-ft tall, 
internally lit mannequin and a ‘human 
net’ made from 100 acrobats. 

An innovative interpretation of Ted 
Hughes’ poem Crow, saw the Handspring 
puppet company lay on an eerie and 
thought-provoking performance at the 
Borough Hall. 

The Greenwich and Docklands 
Festival’s work with disabled artists 
caught the eye of Olympic organisers, 
and GDIF’s Bradley Hemmings was 
invited to co-direct the Paralympic 
opening ceremony. 

“We had an amazing response to the 
opening ceremony,” he told GT. “It was 
important for us to transform perceptions 
of what could be achieved with disabled 
artists. 

“What was also brilliant was to work 
with so many of the extraordinary people 
- Sir Ian McKellen, and Stephen Hawking 
among them, and there was the terrific 
contribution from Greenwich composer 
Errollyn Wallen.” 

The ceremony followed a massive year 
for the festival which is a partnership 
with the royal borough. 

Bradley said: “It was an exceptional 
year for the GDIF. There was a combined 
audience of more than 87,000 people. 

“Prometheus Awakes was the first time 
disabled performers had led a large-scale 
spectacle like that, and many of them 


went on to work on the Paralympic 
opening ceremony. 

“We came back to Woolwich for the 
finale, and General Gordon Square 
felt incredibly different to how it has 
felt in years past. 

“For 2013 we’re looking at June 20 to 
29, and looking at large-scale family- 
friendly productions,” he said. “We’re 
hoping to use different places like 
the new space by the Cutty Sark and 
Greenwich Park and to create a bigger 
programme in Woolwich. 

“It’s been such a great year that 
it’s important to try and sustain that 
momentum.”

Legacy of 
the Games 

SPORT itself has been one of the high profile 
winners when it comes to the borough 
legacy from the London 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, writes Peter Cordwell. 

Even if you've never walked into a gym in 
your lives, there are 14 outdoor gyms from 
Abbey Wood to Sutcliffe Park that you can use 
free of charge 365 days a year. 

As for taking part in sport, the latest 
snapshot from Sport England shows that 
the number of adults who play sport at least 
three times a week has reached 7,01 5,000, an 
increase of 200,000 in the last two years. 

Residents in the borough - especially young 
people - have played their part in that statistic 
thanks to sporting hubs attracting great and 
enthusiastic numbers every week. 

Hornfair Park in Charlton has been 
transformed by a £4million investment. 

They were funded by the royal borough's 
Playground to Podium Legacy Fund, the Lawn 
Tennis Association and Mayor of London - in 
addition to the refurbished lido and new BMX 
track that hosted the inaugural London Youth 
Games competition earlier this year. 

And there's a good chance of producing 
another Olympic silver medallist like Gemma 
Gibbons at the magnificent dojo at Thomas 
Tallis secondary school in Kidbrooke. 

Built to British Judo Association 
specifications, the dojo has seating for 150 
spectators as the paramount judo venue 
in south London. Basketball, meanwhile, 
is taking off in the new sports hall that has 
seating for 500 at Crown Woods college in 
Eltham. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, the leader of the royal 
borough said: "Twenty-twelve has been a 
real chance for Greenwich to showcase its 
sporting and cultural achievements. 

"Working on a meaningful sports legacy 
from the Olympics and Paralympics was a 
priority from the day we heard about London 
winning the bid. 

"Now, as well as helping to host a world- 
class sporting event, we have the facilities in 
place for generations to come. 

"They will help residents get fitter and 
healthier and, most important, encourage 
our young people to make the most of 
their sporting opportunities, right up to 
representing Team GB." 
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H OSTING the London 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games helped to boost 
regeneration in the royal borough 
and create new jobs for local people. 

More than 5,000 people got jobs because 
Royal Greenwich hosted 26 events with 
many of them supported into getting 
long-term work. 

HostingtheGamesalsopromptedarange 
of initiatives which provided training for 
local people, and improvements to local 
sporting facilities, as well as boosting 
tourism and attracting business to the 
borough. 

These are among the many legacies 
outlined in a special report published by 
the royal borough last week. 

It says Greenwich’s growing 
international profile has attracted 
investment from many overseas firms, 
particularly at the Greenwich Peninsula. 
And the already-thriving tourism 
industry, which generates nearly £800 
million for the local economy, is set to 
increase under the impact of the new 
Discover More campaign to showcase 
Greenwich as a world class tourist 
destination. 

There are already four times as many 
hotel beds as before. And foundations 
have been laid to attract further 
business investment, creating a range 
of new opportunities for local people. 
The royal borough’s Olympic legacy 
planning helped harness the energy, 
talent and enthusiasm of businesses, 
tourist venues, schools, sports 
organisations and volunteers. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “From the outset, we 
were a strong and active supporter of 
the Games. We knew that hosting the 
world’s largest sporting event would 
deliver community benefits ranging 
from generating job opportunities, 
boosting our local economy and 
increasing participation in sport through 
development of new facilities. 

“Our ‘Discover More’ campaign was 
about opening people’s eyes even further 
to the wealth of tourist attractions on 
offer in the borough and to maintain 
the surge in our already booming local 
tourism industry. However, this is just 
the beginning. 

We will build on the success of the 
Games to promote these themes even 
further, and ensure that our Olympic 
legacy is felt for generations to come.” 

The report explains that contracts worth 
£28million were secured by Greenwich 
businesses with the Olympic agencies 
and their contractors while Greenwich’s 
pioneering local labour scheme GLLaB 
(Greenwich Local Labour and Business) 
helped ensure that 5,300 local people got

jobs with Games organisers LOCOG or its 
contractors. It also ensured that 600 locals 
were trained in construction skills. Of the 
local residents put forward for jobs by 
GLLaB and other host borough schemes, 
79 per cent were successful 
Now three new skills centres in the 
borough, including a prestigious new 
Royal Greenwich Horticultural and 
Equestrian Skills Centre, are set to help 
young people in particular gain new skills. 

A partnership between the royal 
borough and Cisco, the network sponsor 
for London 2012, brought investment from 
the company. And a partnership between 
Royal Greenwich and several major 
Chinese technology companies is bringing 
direct investment to the peninsula 
The royal borough’s regeneration 
programmes include improving local 


transport, with the Jubilee Line upgrade 
and the DLR Woolwich extension. 

Sail Royal Greenwich, which brought 
14 tall ships to the royal borough during 
the summer, attracted 12,000 people and 
1,500 business hospitality visitors. And 
it provided skills training in catering 
and hospitality for local young people. 
Discussions are underway to bring a tall 
ships regatta to Greenwich in 2014, and to 
host port in a tall ships race in 2016. 

The royal borough supported hundreds 
of volunteers before, during and since 
the Games to ensure that they can use 
their skills and experience for their future 
careers. 

The Games gave local schools the 
stimulus to take part in more sport, and 
to learn about the area’s local history and 
culture. The annual Sportathon, involving 


all of Royal Greenwich’s primary schools, 
is now one of the UK’s largest school sports 
activities. Charity Greenwich Starting 
Blocks provides support the best young 
local athletes. Four of them represented 
their country in the London 2012 Games. 
The major investment programme 
in borough sports facilities includes: 

• £6.5million funding to enhance 
community sports facilities based at 
Crown Woods and Thomas Tallis schools. 

• The £4.8million Playground to 
Podium programme to provide new 
sports facilities in parks and open 
spaces, including outdoor gyms 

• £3m investment in a sports hub in 
Hornfair Park, providing a redeveloped 
lido, tennis facilities and a BMX park.

Games were step into work 


BRENDA Montague and Bhaswati Guha 
(pictured above right) will never forget 
getting involved with the Olympics. 
Mum-of-two Brenda applied to be an 
Olympic volunteer, and started work 
after three days training at the Forum in 
Greenwich. "It was a once-in-a-lifetime 
experience," she said. "It's the best 
thing that ever happened to me, and 
something I'll take with me for the rest of 
my life. 

"I'm now working as a part-time sales 
assistant at the National Maritime 
Museum, but I'm still a volunteer, 
working for the royal borough - I handed 
out leaflets for the Winter Warmer event 


in Woolwich. When I first came to London 
from Birmingham to work in customer 
service at Harrods, Greenwich was my 
favourite place to visit." 

Bhaswati, from Humber Road, Greenwich, 
worked for Games organisers LOCOG 
after being recruited through GLLaB, the 
royal borough's jobs and training service. 
She said: "I worked as an accreditation 
coordinator based in the Olympic Village, 
dealing with athletes, teams and VIP 
guests from 1 5 Asian countries. It was a 
life-changing experience and I enjoyed 
it very much. My new job with Ofgem's 
means I can use the experience I got 
working at the Olympics." 


Games was 
big business 

L OCAL companies won £28million of 
work for London 201 2. The bulk was 
construction work with the Olympic 
Delivery Authority and LOCOG, the London 
Organising Committee for the Olympic 
Games, or their main contractors. 

Royal borough economists are still tallying 
the business done by local shops and 
other firms during the Games and will be 
monitoring local business for years to come 
in order to assess the long-term impact. 
Boosting the local economy and attracting 
new businesses to the royal borough were 
among the key objectives to hosting the 
Games. The royal borough was keen to 
ensure local companies could get work 
i before, during and after the events and 
* provided a package of support services to 
local firms through a partnership of business 
advisers and experts. 

JHosting the games provided an 

^opportunity to develop stronger 
^international links and the royal 
^borough set up a business club 
^to promote the borough as a 
t business base and forge new 
\ relationships with foreign 
1 business owners. 

] Based in Mitre Passage, the 

club operated throughout the 
Games attracting more than 300 businesses 
- including 50 overseas firms - where 
they learned about current and planned 
regeneration schemes across the borough 
as well as the benefits of Greenwich as a 
business location. 

The year has seen relationships develop 
with leading Chinese entrepreneurs and in 
July the royal borough signed an agreement 
with the Aigo Entrepreneurs Alliance which 
agreed to set up its European base in 
Greenwich. The royal borough has also been 
working with global network giant Cisco to 
develop Greenwich peninsula as a hub for 
digital enterprise. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the borough's cabinet 
member for regeneration, enterprise and 
skills, said: "Our role in staging the Games 
allowed local companies to gain additional 
business while others could improve their 
prospects of winning future contracts."

THE X Factor might have lost some 
of its pulling power in 2012, but 
Greenwich’s Y Factor is going from 
strength to strength. 

More than 100 young people descended 
on the Harris Academy (formerly Eltham 
Green school), for this year’s event, to 
showcase their talents for informed 
debate on the issues important in teenage 
life. 

The event on December 7 was the 
launch-pad for the 2013 Greenwich Young 
People’s Council (GYPC) elections - which 
saw students put their names down for 
the run-in. 

A media workshop devised by students 
looked at the way teenagers are portrayed 
in the press. 

The young people were tasked with 
getting positive stories about their age 
group, and were given pointers on how to 
structure their articles and aim them at 
an audience. 

Ella Statham, 16, is the GYPC’s media 
rep.

A top issue for teenagers is the need to 
be mobile, and the next step in a transport 
consultation which started in September 
was given an airing.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.
